Iri almost all cases they cite with enthusiasm the suc- 
céss Which of recent years (since 1935 to be exact) has attended 
the labours of the settlers of the Eastern Irrigation District. But 
that is another story! i ee 

In no instance, that we know of, has there been any 
mention of the fact that the C.P.R. is proceeding as fast as it may 
to abandon the irrigation project known as the Western Section of 
the C. P. R. Irrigation Block, a block which 'in years gone by sup- 
plied water at the rate of fifty cents per acre to over 100,000 acres 
of irrigable land. 

For years the Company knew that it was losing’ money 
on both the Eastern and Western Sections and when the ‘depres- 
sion hit, the Company officials in Montreal concluded that some- 
thing must be done to stop the tremendous drain on the Company’s 
cash resources, due to losses on these two projects. 

Western Officials, if the truth were known, were told 
to “abandon” or “amalgamate”. © They chose to abandon. When 
the transfer to the E.1.D. was made the Company’s plans were. al+ 


‘ready well advanced. In fact, comparatively few of ‘the settlers 


on the project in the Spring of 1935 were in a position to make a 
legal demand on the Company for water supply, having’ signed 
away their water rights and entered into yearly leases. The pro- 
posal to transfer was just as cheap, and probably more politic than 
abandonment, hence the Company’s willingness to. make the deal, 
adequately seasoned with a cash gift of $300,000.00. 

On the Western Section the Company's plan leading 
toward ultimate abandonment of its-irrigation works between, Cal- 
gary on the West, and Bassano on the East, a distance of near- 
ly 80 miles, has been proceeding apace albeit steadily, quietly but 
persistently. | Milés_ upon miles of irrigation ‘ditches will never 
again carry water at C.P.R. expense. Irrigation works, some ot 
them of major size, have been totally destroyed. 

Farmers have been coaxed, coerced, bribed, threat- 
ened and cajoled into signing away their right to receive water. 
The net results, so far as the Company is concerned, must be high- 
ly satisfactory, | Today, only a small percentage of those who 
formerly were entitled to get water, are in a position to,demand 
and get it.
